Cardello said the organiza- 
tion began when Williams 
and Lou Cimaglia - the 
founder of Local Heroes and 
the director of Wilmington’s 
veteran affairs - sought to 
begin another project. He 
called his counterpart in 
Washington, D.C. to see what 
wounded soldiers frequently 
asked to receive.

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Citing traffic, blasting concerns... 


ZBA denies extension for 40B housing project on Wilmington line

WOBURN - The Woburn 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) last night refused to 
extend a comprehensive per- 
mit for the 168-unit Woburn 
Heights project, which mem- 
bers declared will seriously 
worsen traffic in the area if 
allowed to go forward. The 
site is almost on _ the 
Wilmington border off the 
westerly side of Main St. 
(Route 38). 

In a unanimous vote, the 
ZBA denied a request from 
Woburn 38 Development to 
extend for two years the per- 
mit for the affordable housing 
or Chapter 40B development, 
to be built in North Woburn at 
1042 Main Street. The ZBA, 
informed that the applicant 
had already filed a special 
permit request with the City 
Council to begin the excava- 
tion and blasting of 200,000 
cubic yards of earth from the 
hilly terrain, also argued that 
operation was outside of the 
bounds of the original permit, 
which allowed for the removal 
of 125,000 cubic yards of fill. 

According to ZBA member 
Joseph Leahy, who made the 
motion to deny the request, if 
construction proceeded at 
this point, traffic in North 
Woburn would virtually grind 
to a halt. In particular, Leahy 
contended that since the 
Woburn Heights project was 
authorized in 2003, that area 
of the city has undergone dra- 
matic changes, including the 
construction of TradeCenter 
Park. He also referred to 
further development plans in 
North Woburn, including the 
expansion of Dunkin’ Donuts 
at- 880 Main St., an 
Alzheimer’s care unit near St. 
Anthony’s Church, and 
Seaver Construction’s propos- 
_ al to erect 98 condominiums 
on another parcel near the 
Catholic church. “It’s deterio- 
rated to the point where 
extending the special permit 
is not consistent with local 
needs,” said Leahy of traffic. 

Woburn 38 Development 
acquired both the land and 
comprehensive permits for 
the . controversial housing 
development from local 
builder Anthony Santullo, 
who wrangled with city offi- 
cials for close to a decade 
over the project. 

In 2003, the Housing Appeals 
Committee (HAC), which has 
jurisdiction over legal chal- 
lenges involving Chapter 40B 
projects, ruled that the city 
erred in denying Santullo the 
comprehensive permit. 

Under the state’s affordable 
housing regulations, develop- 
ers can skirt local zoning and 
building ordinances, if they

Flex plans work a lot like insur- - 
ance, according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. Whatever the 
employee has determined should 
be taken out of his or her pretax 
pay during the year, the full 
amount must be available for the 
employee’s use at the start of the 
plan year. 

In a recently discussed case, an 
employee elected to have a certain 
amount deducted each month dur- 
ing the year to fund a health 
Flexible Savings Account, and then 
she incurred medical bills in the 
first month that used up the entire 
amount. But the employee quit her 
job shortly after, having paid only 
1/12 of the year’s deductions. The 
company was obligated to pay the 
entire amount of her bill; she was 
not required to repay it. 

Conversely, if the year ends 
(sometimes with a month or two 
grace period), and the employee 
has not used up his or her flex-plan 
total, the company is free to keep 
the funds.

agree to slate 25 percent of a 
housing project as affordable 
or low-income units. 

Last night, Wakefield attor- 
ney Ted Regnante, represent- 
ing the applicant, referred to 
documentation from 
MassHousing that he said 
proved that Woburn 38 met 
eligibility requirements to 
qualify as an affordable hous- 
ing developer. That documen- 
tation was requested last July 
by the ZBA. 

With that information pro- 
vided, warned the 
board that the city had little 
leeway in regards to granting 
the extension. The attorney 
also insisted that the city 
could not deny the extension 
on the grounds that other 
developments had been 
approved or built since the 
comprehensive permit was 
issued. 


“Under the law, you cannot 
reasonably withhold the 
extension,” the Wakefield 
lawyer claimed. “The law is 
pretty clear that we’re enti- 
tled to the extension.” 

“You can’t deny it on the 
basis that some other project 
has been built in the mean- 
time and rendered the situa- 
tion worse,” Regnante later 
said. 

ZBA Chairman Edward 
Robertson disputed that 
attorney’s interpretation of 
the law, arguing that the reg- 
ulations actually prohibited 
municipalities from denying 
an extension if other afford- 
able housing projects had 
been approved since the com- 
prehensive permit was issued 
in 2003. 

A real-estate flip? 

Though only the extension 
was up for consideration last 
night, Regnante revealed that 
his client actually needs 
another two years to begin 
construction, . because 
Woburn 38 intends to sell the 
rights to the development to 
another company. In particu- 
lar, if the extension was 
granted, the applicants 
planned to sell the compre- 
hensive permit and land to 
Woburn’s the Dolben 
Company, which in turn had 
designs to re-appear before 
the ZBA with a significantly 
altered proposal. 

The firm, based -on 
Presidential Way near the 
Reading line, manages more 
than 10,000 residential hous- 
ing units in New England, 
Maryland, and Virginia. 

“It reduces the number of 
stories to three [for the pro- 
posed buildings] and there’s a 
better layout and design. 
Dolben needs about three to 
four months to finalize the 
plans,” said Regnante of the 
new, but still un-filed propos- 
al 


That revelation irked 
Robertson, who believed the 
board should only consider 
the merits of whether to 
grant the extension to Woburn 
38 


“You have to be free to say 
whatever you want to say 
within the bounds of courtesy. 
But we’re here tonight for an 
extension,” the ZBA Chair 
commented. 

During the public comment 
period, Briarwood Road resi- 
dent Michael Tammaro ques- 
tioned whether Dolben met 
state criteria as a qualified 
affordable housing builder. 

“Does that mean we have to 
go through another process of 
confirming eligibility if it’s 
sold to Dolben?” Tammaro 
asked. 

“Yes. If the permit gets 
transferred to Dolben, they'll

have. to go to MassHousing 
and get the same type of 
agreement,” Regnante con- 
ceded. 


“So they’ll have abandoned 
their limited dividend posi- 
tion in exchange for profit. Is 
this a real-estate flip?” Leahy 


“I wouldn’t say it’s a flip. 
It’s a sale,” the Wakefield 
attorney answered. 

In yet another development 
that took ZBA members by 
complete surprise, the city 
officials learned that Woburn 
38 is currently also before the 
City Council for a special per- © 
mit to excavate some 200,000 
cubic yards of fill from the 
North Woburn site. 

Urging the ZBA to deny the 
extension, both Ward 6 
Alderman Michael Raymond 
and Ward 2 Alderman 
Richard Gately claimed the 
earth works would wreak 
havoc in one of the heaviest 
trafficked corridors in the 
city. The pair also argued 
that the blasting and trucking 
of materials, which could take 
as long as a year and would 
significantly impact the qual- 
ity of life for the neighbor- 
hood. 

“They’ll be taking thousands 
of trucks in and out and blast- 
ing for nine months,” said 
Raymond. “There is right 
development and wrong 
development. This is wrong 
development based upon 
where they want to build it.” 

“Over 200,000 cubic yards of 
ledge are going to be blasted 
out of that mountain. That’s 
going to be over 400 hits of 
that [blasting] plunger to 
take it down,” Gately later 
estimated. “Once you smell 
those fumes from the gel they 
use for blasting rock, you’re 
going to get a headache.” 

ZBA member Margaret 
Pinkham, with a copy of the 
2003 HAC decision in hand, 
was first ‘to realize that the 
special permit request great- 
ly exceeded the amount of 
excavation allowed under the 
city’s comprehensive permit. 

According to Pinkham, the 
HAC specifically referenced 
the removal of 125,000. cubic 
yards of fill, yet the propo- 
nent had asked the City 
Council to grant permission 
for a much larger excavation 
— without first coming to the 
ZBA for a modification of 
their permit. 

“The decision specifically 
references that amount. So I 
have some concerns that no 
modifications have been 
approved, yet you’re going 
before the City Council,” 
Pinkham remarked. “It does- 
n’t reflect well on you as the 
applicant. It looks like you’re 
playing fast and loose.”

I’m not proposing 
something that would not 
affect me - I live right on 
Rt.38/Main Street. If every- 
one did their part, then the 
Town would have a lot less 
work trying to keep the side- 
walks and streets clear. And 
to add to this problem, 
Sovereign Bank has sprin- 
klers going that water the 
sidewalk more than the grass, 
making it difficult to get past 
their property when the 
sprinklers are on! Something 
has to be done. How about 
warnings, then fines?

On average, 250 children in 
the United States under the 
age of 14 die each year 
because of a bicycle crash. 
Another 300,000 children are 
treated in emergency rooms 
for severe head injuries. 
Many of these accidents 
could have been prevented if 
these children were riding 
safe bikes, wore bicycle hel- 
mets, and knew the basics 
about safe bike riding. 

Along with the Tewksbury 
Police Department, Wal- 
Mart, Lowell General 
Hospital, AAA Merrimack 
Valley, and several local busi- 
nesses are doing their part to 
decrease bicycle fatalities 
and injuries. At the rodeo, 
members from the 
Emergency Department at 
Lowell General Hospital will 
be educating the public- chil- 
dren, parents, and even adult 
cyclists- to the need for head 
protection. Tewksbury Police 
Department would like to not 
only encourage children to 
wear a bike helmet, but to 
also wear them correctly. 
Bicycle helmets can reduce 
the risk of head injury by as 
much as 85%. Wearing a 
bicycle helmet is such a sim- 
ple way to help ensure your 
child’s safety. Parents may 
think their children are safe 
riding around the neighbor- 
hood, however, research tells 
us that most serious bicycle 


crashes occur on a quiet 
neighborhood street. 

Ten tips for safe bike riding: 
(from Consumer Product 
Safety Commission): 


1. Always wear a bike hel- 
met. 

2. Stop and check traffic 
before riding into a street. 

3. Don’t ride at night. 

4. Obey traffic signs and sig- 
nals. 

5. Ride on the right-hand 
side of the street. 

6. Check your brakes before 
riding. 

7. Give cars and pedestrians 
the right-of-way. 

8. Wear light or bright-col- 
ored clothing so _ that 
motorists can see you. 

9. Be extra careful turning 
left - motorists don’t expect 
it. 

10. Avoid broken pavement, 
loose gravel and leaves - 
which can cause you to lose 
control of your bike.

rape, armed robbery 
Tewksbury Police aided in investigation. 


WOBURN- A Framingham 
man has been found guilty of 
rape and robbery charges 
against three female victims 
he solicited from Craig’s 
List, Middlesex District 
Attorney Gerry Leone 
informed the public today. 

Reinaldo Prado, 30, of 
Framingham, was found 
guilty today by a Middlesex 
Superior Court jury on 
charges of aggravated rape, 
armed robbery (three 
counts), and intimidation of 
a witness (three counts). 
Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Kathe Tuttman will 
sentence the defendant on 
October 18, 2011. He was 
found not guilty of two of the 
three counts of aggravated 
rape and three counts of 
indecent assault and battery. 

“Reinaldo Prado has now 
been found guilty and will be 
held responsible for a series 
of brazen attacks on women 
he solicited on Craig’s List,” 
District Attorney Leone said.. 
“The defendant’s chilling 
actions occurred across the 
county and victimized three 
different people in a matter 
of two days.

According to authorities, 
within a two-day period 
between January 24 and 
January 25, 2009, the defen- 
dant committed a series Of 
armed robberies in 
Burlington and Tewksbury, 
of prostitutes who posted 
their services on Craig's 
List. 

On January 24, 2009, the 
defendant contacted the first 
victim on Craig’s List and 


“t “dtfdnged to meet with her at 


a hotel in Burlington. Once 
the defendant arrived at the 
hotel room, he robbed the 
victim at gunpoint and rapéd 
her. He then took her identi- 
fication and told her he knew 
where she lived and that ‘if 
she called the police, he 
would kill her. 

On January 25, the defen- 
dant contacted two addition- 
al women who had posted 
their services online and 
arranged to meet them at_a 
hotel in Tewksbury. The 
defendant used the first vic- 
tim’s cell phone to arrange 
the meeting. Upon arrival at 
the hotel, the defendant tied 
up the two victims with zip 
ties and robbed: them while 
telling them he was going to 
kill them. In the commission 
of the robbery, the defendant 
stole the victims’ money, cel- 
lular phones, laptops and 
other personal items. 
Additionally, the defendant 
took the victims’ passports 
and told them that he knew 
where they lived and would 
kill them if they called 
police. 

After a thorough investiga- 


tion, authorities executed ‘a: 


search warrant on the defen- 
dant’s vehicle and home and 
arrested him on January 30, 
2009. During the search, 
police recovered cell phone&, 
knives, zip ties and papet- 
work with the victim’s con- 
tact information in tHe 
defendant’s truck. Inside the 
defendant’s home, authori- 
ties located the victims’ 
computers, cell phones and 
the victims’ passports. 

Prado was arraigned im 
Framingham District Court 
on February 2, 2009 where he 
was ordered held pending a 
dangerousness hearing. He 
was indicted by a Middlesex 
grand jury on March 31, 
2009. 

The prosecutors assigned 
to this case are Assistant 
District Attorney Elisha 
Willis and Assistant Distriét 
Attorney Michael Shiposh.

the reduction in vaccines sent 
to the town, and indeed all 
cities and towns across the 
state, was based on tight bud- 
gets or a lack of supply. 

“Both,” said Newhouse, 
whose vaccine order in July 
was backordered from the 
supplier. The order has since 
been delivered. Newhouse 
was clear in that she does not 
expect a shortage of the vac- 
cine. 

Last year, said Newhouse, 
the town received nearly 400 
doses of vaccine. This year 
the town received 280. For the 
school-based clinic the town 
last year received 500 doses, 
but this year is down to 310. 

Newhouse purchased an 
additional 300 vaccines for 
the general flu clinic, and 
noted that in last year’s 
school based clinic just 335 
doses were given out. The 310 
doses for the school clinic this 
year should be adequate, 
according to Newhouse.

The potential of the day 
perked the Hoyt’s interest after 
Dick was the keynote speaker 
at a Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon. It turns 
out that Dick Hoyt was a 
Wilmington neighbor of sorts, 
seeing Wilmington as much 
more than just a nice place to 
Visit. 

“We spoke at the Chamber of 
Commerce, and they asked us if 
we would run today,” offered 
the senior Hoyt, who admitted 
he was nursing some sore ham- 
strings as he weaves through a 
busy schedule that includes 
fundraising for his foundation 
and Boston Marathon prepara- 
tion. “I grew up in North 
Reading and played sports 
(football, basketball and base- 
ball) against Wilmington, so I 
thought it would be nice to 
come back here. It is my home 
town- almost-right next door to 
us,” he added with a smile. 

The former North Reading 
High School captain of the foot- 
ball and baseball teams 
patiently posed for pictures 
with runners and walkers along 
with their many friends and 
families. Dick was just back 
from a run in Las Vegas and 
was on his way to Cape Cod to 
play a round of fundraising golf 
before competing in another of 
many triathalons this coming 
Saturday. 

Heart surgery and tight ham- 
strings can’t slow down the 
Hoyts. This all sounds some- 
thing like the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
town’s TOPS Soccer program 
for disabled children, plus 
some fundraising angels all 
would be interested in- no mat- 
ter what comes up in the 
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beyond the finish line 


Commerce Executive Director 
Nancy Vallee. 

“We were lucky enough to 
have Dick Hoyt as our keynote 
speaker in March and he gave 
an awesome presentation,” 
says Vallee. “Then three weeks 
ago I called Dick and Rick up 
and they said- ‘absolutely, we 
will be there’- and they are 
here today to inspire the com- 
munity with their ‘yes I can’ 
attitude. This is a great tie-in 
with the TOPS program.” 

Some of the funds raised by 
the race/walk will go to provid- 
ing new uniforms, equipment 
and player registration fees for 
the TOPS program, which is a 
community-based training and 
team placement program for 
young athletes with disabilities. 
The program is designed to 
bring learning through soccer 
to any child with a mental or 
physical disability. 

This chain of unconditional 
love and caring ultimately 
leads to Ed Celli, the director 
of Wilmington’s TOPS Soccer 
program, and then to a family 
whose recent yard sale raised 
over $1,600 and got the atten- 
tion of Vallee when she hap- 
pened upon that sale and came 
up with an idea that was an 
easy-sell to the planners of 
Sunday’s event. 

Celli and fellow Vietnam vet- 
eran Ray Robinson- the TOPS 
Regional Director stepped up 
big-time to help get this soccer 
program started. Celli chokes 
back some emotion when he 
talks about that day 14 years 
ago when he stepped on to that 
soccer field behind the 
Shawsheen School and ran 
back and forth with a soccer 
ball, carrying with him a 
dream and a mission. 

Celli heard about the TOP 
program that began in Texas 25 
years ago. After years on the 
town’s Youth Soccer board, he 
thought that it was time to help 
some youngsters, who up until 
then had been left out of much 
of the fun and games. Fourteen 
years ago, he called TOPS offi- 
cials, and they essentially :told 
him and ?’m paraphrasing here 
“knock yourself out-it’s all 
yours good luck.”

rated TOPS Soccer into the 
Wilmington Youth Soccer pro- 
gram, but soon he realized that 
he had really gotten into this 
effort on the ‘ground’ level so to 
S : 

“I had about a six foot section 
of the field with a goal, and I 
remember that two young girls 
showed up with their mother,” 
says Celli as he hands out blue 
ribbons to runners crossing 
Sunday morning’s finish line. “I 
was running back and forth 
with a ball in my hands when 
my son and his friends came 
over after they had finished 
playing their game. They said 
to me- ‘you need some help’- 
and that was the real start. My 
coaches are all middle and high 
school kids that I trained on 
that field.” 

Now, there are over 100 chil- 
dren registered to play soccer 
in Wilmington’s TOPS pro- 
gram, and none of them will 
ever have to pay a dime to play 
and participate. Sunday, as 
hundreds of runners and walk- 
ers made their way back to 
their very own families and 
friends waiting back at the 
Waltham Street finish line, it is 
very apparent that Celli is far 
from finished. In fact, it sounds 
like even after 14 years that he 
has op oo just ile 


that I’ve been speaking about 
and running this program I tell 
people I never get tired. When 
you do the Lord’s work you 
never get tired. I tell families to 
come down to the field and 
watch what goes on. There has- 
n’t been one family that has 
said- this is not for us. About a 
year ago, I received the United 
States Youth Soccer Award as 
the TOPS Soccer Buddy of the 
Year at an event in Kentucky, 
and told everyone that night 
that this award goes to our pro- 
gram- that Wilmington really 
helped to put TOPS on the 
map.” 

The chain is made complete 
with the loving parents, two of 
whom ran that recent yard sale 
that began as a way to raise 
some money for TOPS Soccer, 
but ultimately when Vallee 
came to the sale, that day 
raised awareness with people 


who never hesitate when it. 


comes time to help someone 
else. Celli sees this as a real 
labor of love for himself, his 
coaches, the players and 
Wilmington Youth Soccer. “I 
just feel that these parents 
have enough on their table,” he 
said. 

Count the Costain family as 
among that group of parents all 
of whom just pc eke 4 
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boys have been playing TOPS 
Soccer for three years now, and 
their parents say that their 
yard sale helped them to make 
more friends beyond 
Wilmington. 

Just ask Dick and Rick Hoyt, 
Nancy Vallee, the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
finally Ed Celli. The chain is 
just about complete. 

It says here that this program 
should never end, that it ulti- 
mately should go on forever.

Two newcomers to 
Wilmington found out exactly 
how special it is being here in 
town on Sunday morning. 
Both Carl Hartford and Julie

“Tt was a very hard race for 
me,” said Hartford. “I think 
we all struggled out there due 
to the heat and humidity.

I was 
lucky to sneak away with the 
third place as I am sure the 
fourth place guy was steadily 
gaining on me over the sec- 
ond half of the race. I was 
happy to get third but was not 
very happy with my perfor- 
mance.” 

Hartford grew up in 
Lancaster, New Hampshire 
and played soccer and bas- 
ketball and also participated 
on the spring track team 
competing in jumping and 
hurdle events mostly. He then 
graduated and attended WPI 
and earned a_ bachelor’s 
degree in electrical engineer- 
ing, but also competed on the 
men’s ‘track-and-field team 
throughout his four years 
there. After college, he con- 
tinued to participate in ath- 
letic events becoming a run- 
ner. 

“J'm a very competitive per- 
son and I was looking for a 
way to keep competing after 
graduating. I graduated in 
2007 and I have been running 
steadily for two-and-a-half 
years now,” he said. 

Just a year ago, Hartford 
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and his wife moved. to 
Wilmington and obviously 
this was his first completion 
of the Wilmington Half 
Marathon. 

“The Wilmington half 
marathon is a great course,” 
he said. “It's one of the flat- 
ter courses out there. It was 
well marked and there were 
plenty of volunteers making 
sure you stayed on course. 
My wife and I bought our 
first house in Wilmington in 
May so when I saw that there 
was a half marathon I knew I 
needed to give it a try. Iam 
also a member of Somerville 
Road Runners and we had a 
good showing as a team.” 

Tucci, finished 12th overall 
at 1:29.01, and she is also new 
to the town after growing up 
in North Andover. She com- 
peted on the track-and-field 
teams at NAHS graduating in 
1997 before moving onto to 
UMass-Amherst with a 
degree with Business 
Management with a focus on 
Exercise Science. She then 
earned her Master’s Degree 
in Nutrition and has since 
started her own company 
called ‘Julie Tucci Nutrition’ 
with offices in both 
Wilmington and Andover. 

“I’ve always been interested 
in running, but I’m also big in 
wellness, proper training, 
overall nutrition and wellness 
and just pushing yourself in a 
healthy way so you get the 
right balance,” she said. 

Up until a year ago, Julie 
and her husband Craig lived 
in South Boston. Then came a 
baby girl named Leah, and 
the family then found a home 
here in Wilmington. 

“I thought this would be a 
nice warm-up run (for the 
BAA Marathon), plus since 
my husband and I just moved 
here, we thought this would 
be something fun to do in the 
community,” she said as both 
Craig and Leah were on hand 
for support. “It was nice to 
run some new routes and to 
see some familiar faces.” 

Tucci was the only female 
from Wilmington to break the 
top 100 overall finishers.

Girls Soccer team 
continues torrid pace

The amazing turn around 
season for the Wilmington 
High School Girls’ Soccer 
team has continued as the 
Wildcats picked up two more 
victories this past week, 
beating two Middlesex 
League Small School oppo- 
nents, Melrose 2-1 on Friday, 
and Wakefield 2-0 at home on 
Monday night. The two victo- 
ries now gives the team a 5-1- 
2 overall record, while it 
extends the team’s unbeaten 
streak to seven games, while 
the Wildcats have now 
outscored its opponents 18-6 
this season. 

Monday night the Wildcats 
really dominated the game 
against Wakefield. 
Wilmington showed tremen- 
dous composure, dominated 
the possession game and saw 
so many different players 
give tremendous efforts, 
leading to a goal in each half, 
including a gorgeous tally 
with 20 seconds left in the 
game. 

Head coach Sue Hendee 
was asked about the tremen- 
dous success thus far, and 
said the reason why the team 
needs just three more wins to 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment for the first time in 
three years is because of the 
work the team put in during 
the winter and spring sea- 
sons. 

“J just think it’s their com- 
mitment from the off-sea- 
son,” said Hendee. “I really 
think that’s the reason. They 
really did the work - they got 
into shape and our fitness 
level is great. We have girls 
playing 40 minutes out here 
(for a half) and they are fine, 
and a lot of them have been 
playing at high levels in the 
off-season and it’s showing. 
The composure in the middle 
(of the field) has been the 
whole key for us.” 

Certainly there is a long list 
of players who have vastly 
improved on this roster, thus 
the big reason why the team 
hasn’t been defeated since 
the season opener. But that 
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being said, senior captain 
Rachel Grabar has been sen- 
sational through the first 
third of the season. The last 
two years she always had the 
speed, but this season she 
has it all - the skills, the- 
smarts and the ability to cre- 
ate and finish. 

“She is just so unassuming 
and you are finally seeing 
what kind of player she real- 
ly is - that header that she 
had and that pass she made 
on (our second) goal were 
just unbelievable plays,” said 
Hendee. “She is definitely 
one of the keys to our offense 
and she is scoring a lot of 
goals or assisting on a lot of 
goals.” 

Grabar (5 goals and 2 
assists) scored the team’s 
first goal, and beautifully 
helped set up the second 
tally, but she also had a num- 
ber of other very good oppor- 
tunities to find the back of 
the net - as did many of her 
teammates. 

“I told them at halftime 
that the difference is we are 
getting quality shots and 
they are going on net,” said 
Hendee. “Last year we may 
have had some shots but they 
were kind of all over the 
place.” 

It was during halftime that 
Hendee said the team needed 
to make one big adjustment, 
and once that happened, 
things would get rolling 
much faster for the team 
offensively. 

“There was a little bit of 
tweaking that needed to be 
done at halftime,” she said. 
“In the first half we had the 
right intentions but the balls 
were just going too long, and 
they obviously fixed that in 
the second half with shorter 
passes.” 

Just two minutes into the 
game, Grabar nailed the 
crossbar and that was the 
team’s best scoring chance 
until the 28th minute. That’s 
when the very speedy and 
crafty Alex Bischoff had the 
ball on the top right side and 
sent a pass across to the top 
left side of the ‘18 yard box 
and Grabar cradled the ball 
before striking it home to the 
low bottom right hand corner 
for what turned out to be the 
game winning tally. ; 

Grabar had two more 
strong chances to score in 
the opening minutes of the 
second half. After a high shot 
was caught by keeper Jackie. 
Yandell, Wilmington defend- 
er Lauren McKenna (another 
player who has improved 100 
percent from last year) sent 
a gorgeous through ball to 
Grabar, and with Yandell rac-

A Winchester native 
writes about the last 
Christmas spent 
with his brother

Many young boys dream 
about being fighter pilots, 
even if they don’t know it. 
They take their toy planes and 
fly them around, crash them, 
and have shoot-outs with 
other planes. Most of those 
dreams never become reality. 
Sometimes they do. And 
sometimes they end tragical- 
ly. 

“It was a sad ending,” for- 
mer Winchester resident and 
now author William Shields 
said about the death of his 
brother, “but life is sad.” 
Shields just completed his 
first book, “The Farewell 
Christmas,” about the life of 
his brother, a US Navy pilot. 

Lt. John A. “Jackie” 
Shields, 23, of the US Navy, 
passed away in February of 
1957 after his plane, a Vought 
F7U Cutlass, went down in 
training for an air show at the 
time. Sadly, the Cutlass 
claimed the lives of many oth- 
ers, as well, during its eight- 
year run as a Navy fighter jet 
- four test pilots and 21 other 
US Navy pilots. 

Patriotism runs in the 
Shields’ family. William’s 
father spent three years away 
during World War II and his 
older brother Tony spent 20 


years in the Army Nationz 
Guard and retired as a ser- 
geant major. 

Although the incident hap- 
pened more than 50 years ago, 
Shields didn’t decide to write 
about it until recently. Calling 
himself “far from a literary 
genius,” he said the book took 
only three weeks to write. 

“I wrote it for my family,” 
he said, noting that he had a 
box of memorabilia from his 
brother Jackie in his base- 
ment that his older brother 
Tony gave him after his par- 
ents died in the early 1980s. 

One Saturday in October, 
Shields decided to go through 
the box. Inside he found let- 
ters from his brother to his

The let- 
ters tell many stories that 
describe the kind of man 
Jackie was, including how he 
crossed a line most don’t 
cross to help an enlisted man 
who had one too many drinks. 
Jackie, an officer at the time, 
looked out for the man and 
made sure he got home safely,

something, Shields said, that 
was rarely done. 

“It may not have meant a 
lot to my brother, but I’m sure 
it meant a lot to the enlisted 
man,” Shields said. 

He described his brother as 
a bright kid, noting that he 
graduated high school at 16 
and college at 20. He called 
Jackie a “good writer” and 
said he “oozed success.” ' 

“He set good examples for 
me when I was just a mischie- 
vous little kid. He made me 
feel better,” Shields remarked. 

Calling his death tragic, 
Shields said the incident 
weighed heavy on his mind. 
However, when he sat down to 
write the book, “the floodgates 
opened.” He said his fingers 
couldn’t keep up with his 
brain. 

“It was a 
process, writing the book - like 
visiting a shrink,” he said. 

“I gave the book to family 
and friends and they all liked 
it,” he continued. “But I 
thought they were just being 
nice. Though, once enough 
people liked it, I decided to 
hire a literary consultant who 
told me it was a great book 
with great commercial value.” 

Even though Shields didn’t 
know his brother well, he said 
he thinks about him every day. 
He even went so far as to 
Google Jackie’s name in 
hopes of learning more. 
Unfortunately, nothing came 
up. At that point, Shields went 
to the air force base and found 
Jackie’s date of death, though 
nothing about the actual crash 
that took his life. 

He went back again in the

“MONEYBALL” INTERESTING AND HUMEROUS 


‘MONEYBALL” IS THE MOVIE version of the 
real-life story of Oakland A’s general manager, 
Billy Beane. Brad Pitt stars as Beane, the guy who 
assembles a winning team based on his belief in a 


statistical approach to picking team members. 


“MONEYBALL” 
GRADE: *** 


Far more than ‘just 
another baseball movie’ 
(and based on a true story), 
Moneyball is a movie for 
anybody who has ever 
dreamed of taking on the 
system. — 

Brad Pitt stars as Billy 
Beane, the general manager 
of the Oakland A's and the 
guy who assembles the 
team, who has an epiphany: 
all of baseball's: convention- 
al wisdom is wrong. 

Forced to reinvent his 
team on a tight budget, 
Beane will have to outsmart 
the richer clubs. The one- 
time jock, who had dreams 
of playing in the majors 
himself, teams with Ivy 
League grad Peter Brand 
(Jonah Hill) in an unlikely 
partnership, recruiting bar- 
gain players that scouts call 
flawed or washed up, but all 
of whom have an ability to 
get on base, score runs, and 
win games. 

It's more than baseball, 
it's a revolution - one that 
challenges old school tradi- 
tions and puts Beane in the 
crosshairs of those who say 
he's tearing out the heart 


and soul of the game. 

The unlikely pairing of 
Pitt and Hill drive what is 
the most compelling and 
insightful baseball-themed 
film since Robert Redford’s 
homerun shattered the sta- 
dium lights in "The 
Natural”, way back in 1984. 

"Moneyball" (based on a 
2003 novel by Michael 
Lewis) takes an interesting, 
and humorous, look into the 
business side of America's 
pastime. 

In 2002, after the cash- 
strapped A's lose to the 
heavily favored New York 
Yankees in the 2001 
American League Division 
Series, Oakland then loses 
its three best players to free 
agency. Beane teams up 
with Brand (Hill), a genius 
when it comes to determin- 
ing the value of baseball 
statistics. Together they go 
against the grain of stan- 
dard baseball wisdom and 
begins revamping the team 
using an analyti- 
cal/mathematical 
approach, much to the cha- 
grin of the organization's 
more traditionally minded 
scouting department. As the 
A's get off to a rough start,

To complicate things, 
manager Art Howe (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) refuses 
to make the lineup changes 
Beane insists upon, causing 
a further rift in the club- 
house. But Beane's persist- 
ence and Brand's belief in 
the statistical approach 
transforms the team into a 
true contender as it goes on 
a 20-game win streak. 


“DRIVE” 
GRADE: *** 


Some of the plot ele 
ments in the new action 
thriller ‘Drive’ may not add 
up, but overall the sum of 
the parts equals better- 
than-average action enter- 
tainment. 

Ryan Gosling stars as a 
Los Angeles wheelman for 
hire (the character has no 
name, and is simply listed 
as Driver in the credits), 
stunt driving for movie pro- 
ductions by day and steer- 
ing getaway vehicles for 
armed heists by night. 
Though a loner by nature, 
Driver can't help falling in 
love with his beautiful 
neighbor Irene (Carey 
Mulligan), a vulnerable 
young mother dragged into 
a dangerous underworld by 
the return of her ex-convict 
husband Standard (Oscar 
Isaac). 

After a heist intended to 
pay off Standard's protec- 
tion money spins unpre- 
dictably out of control, 
Driver finds himself driving 
defense for the girl he loves, 
tailgated by a syndicate of 
deadly serious criminals. 
But when he realizes that 
the gangsters are after 
more than the bag of cash 
in his trunk - that they're 
coming straight for Irene 
and her son - Driver is 
forced to shift gears and go 
on offense. 

Nicolas Winding Refn 
directed this film, which is 
very reminiscent of several 
past gems of the same 
genre, such as ‘The Killing’ 
and ‘Blade Runner’ (espe- 
cially the chase scenes at 
night). 


Gosling plays a not-exact- 
lylikable loner who works as 
a garage mechanic by day, 
doing his stunt work by 
night. He is very picky 
about his after-dark sched- 
ule, turning down jobs he 
deems to be too messy. 

Things change when his 
garage boss (played by 
Bryan Cranston of Breaking 
Bad) wants him to drive a 


race car sponsored by a. 


shady individual, played by 
Albert Brooks. 

Along the way, Driver 
meets and becomes 
involved with his neighbor 
Irene, portrayed by the tal- 
ented Carey Mulligan. 

When Irene’s husband 
returns from prison, he and 
Driver become involved in a 
heist at a pawnshop. This 
sets up the film’s showdown, 
where Driver shows he can 
do more than put the pedal- 
to the metal. 

The opening getaway 
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scene in Drive is one of the 
best car chases you will 
ever see on film. It's not all 
about screeching tires and 
near-crashes, but plays out 
as a tense game of cat-and- 
mouse with Gosling avoid- 
ing the LAPD not only with 
his driving skill, but his 
brains. 

It’s a must see for action 
fans, and brings the car- 
chase movie back to a level 
of coolness it hasn’t had for 
a few years. 


“CONTAGION” 
GRADE: *** 


‘Contagion’ is a movie 
about an apocalypse, one 
that starts not with a bang 
but with a whimper. 
Actually, it’s more like a 
sniffle. 

Contagion follows the 
rapid progress of a lethal 
airborne virus that kills 
within days. As the fast- 


moving epidemic grows, the 


worldwide medical commu- 
nity races to find a cure and 
control the panic that 
spreads faster than the 
virus itself. At the same 
time, ordinary people strug- 
gle to survive in a society 
coming apart. 

The end arrives with 
coughs, with handshakes, 
with touching elevator but- 
tons. It also makes’ clear 
that it could easily happen 
in our modern world (and 
already did, in the Spanish 
Flu pandemic of 1919) and 
would likely be worse, given 
the rapidity of international 
travel and contact these 
days. 

The fact that the film will 
send shivers down your 
spine is a tribute to the skill 
of director Steven 
Soderbergh, who paints an 
unsettling picture of the fre- 
quency of inadvertent skin- 
to-skin contacts and then 
ramps things up with the 
first signs of a respiratory 
ailment for which there is 
no vaccine. The hard-work- 
ing scientists and govern- 
ment officials here have two 
goals - figure out where the 
disease came from, and how 
to combat it. This is essen- 
tially the plot of the movie, 
which cuts back and forth 
between several stories that 
are playing out simultane 
ously. 

Patient Zero is Gwyneth 
Paltrow, just back from a 
sales trip to China, who 
gives in to temptation and 
has a “layover fling” with an 
old boyfriend. She’s feeling 
“jetlagged” upon arrival at 
home, and her husband 
Matt Damon isn’t too con- 
cerned until she collapses. 
Then their son collapses 
too. 


When people die from 
this disease, they simply lay 
down and pass away - 
there’s nothing gory of hor- 
rific about it, aside from the 
rapidity at which humans 
succumb to the disease. 

Before long, there aren’t 
enough body bags to go 
around, and the very fabric 
and foundations of modern 
society begin to break down, 
all across the globe.

TOM BRADLEY 
(FOOTBALL, 1989-93) 

A star wide receiver and 
feared punt returner, Tom 
Bradley led the River Hawks 
to a 31-7-1 record from 1989-93. 
Upon his graduation, Bradley 
held or had tied 11 school 
records, all of which still 
stand today. 

UMass Lowell football was 
revered during Bradley’s 
tenure, having lost just three 
games his first three seasons 
and culminating in a 10-1 
record in 1991 and an appear- 
ance in the NCAA 
Tournament. 

Bradley finished his career 
with 2,627 receiving yards and 
23 touchdowns. Among his 
many records, he set new 
highs for passes caught in a 


season (59) and career (163), 
longest reception (83 yards) 
and most yards on punt 
returns in a season (221). 

“Thomas was perhaps the 
most electrifying game-break- 
er ever to embrace the grid- 
iron at UMass Lowell,” said 
Dennis Scannell, who served 
as head coach from 1986-92. 
“He could singlehandedly turn 
a contest around whenever he 
touched a football. 

“I was very excited when 
Thomas and many other all- 
scholastic players decided to 
enroll at UMass Lowell,” 
Scannell added. “His class 
was the beginning of a very 
special era for the football 
program.” 

A recipient of numerous 
individual honors, Bradley 
was a two-time New England 
Football Conference All-Star 
and a Football Gazette All- 
American Honorable Mention 
in 1991. 

When the River Hawks 
moved to the Freedom 
Football Conference during 
his senior year, Bradley pro- 
ceeded to lead the league in 
receptions per game (6.6), 
total receptions (59), receiv- 
ing yards (893) and receiving 
touchdowns (5). He was hon- 
ored as a FFC First Team All- 
Star. 

“Thomas’s entire family, 
especially his grandmother, 


led an entourage of the most 
loyal and enthusiastic fans 
who attended every game,” 
Scannell added. “It is most 
rewarding that he has spent 
his entire adult life as a role 
model for youth involved with 
athletics in his hometown of 
Tewksbury.” 

Bradley completed his 
degree in history in 1998 and is 
currently a captain with the 
Middlesex County Sheriff’s 
Department. He and his wife 
Alison live in Tewksbury, 
Mass. with their four children: 
Lindsay (21), Rachel (12), 
Thomas (9) and Timmy (5).

mid-90s with his family during 
spring break and was able to 
visit the base where Jackie 
was stationed. , 

“I saw where he spent his 
life” Shields said. Now, 
Jackie is buried at Wildwood 
Cemetery in Winchester. 

Though dead, Jackie is far 
from forgotten. In fact, 
Shields said, “the worst thing 
you can do is forget someone 
after they die.” 

He said he enjoyed remem- 
bering the “simpler” times of 
the 1950s. ; 

Through his research for 
the book, Shields came across 
former friends of his brother, 
even an eye-witness to the 
crash. According to what he 
found, his brother ejected 
himself from the cockpit 
before the plane went down. 
Unfortunately, he was too low 
to the ground and his shoot 
didn’t open. 

Problems like that weren’t 
uncommon for the Cutlass, as 
it had a few unflattering nick- 
names, including the 
“Gutless” Cutlass and the 
“Ensign Killer.” The former 
due to lack of sufficient engine 
thrust. The latter is self- 
explanatory. 

The jet was designed by 
Rex Beisel who designed the 
first ever fighter jet for the US 
Navy, the Curtiss TS-1 in 1922. 
Sadly, one quarter of all 
Cutlasses built were destroyed 
in accidents due to the insuffi- 
ciently powerful and unreli- 
able engines. 

The title of the book, “The 
Farewell Christmas,” comes 
from the Christmas of 1956 
when Jackie returned home. 
Sadly, it would be his last 
Christmas. _ Shields said his 
brother’s next goal was to 
either stay on with the Navy 
or, perhaps, go into the space 
program. 

Before he passed away, 
Jackie was a big influence on 
Shields’ life. The author said 
he would go down into the 
basement and pretend he was 
in the cockpit of a fighter jet 
using radio dials as the con- 
trols. Although he never 
became an actual fighter 
pilot, he used those memories 
to remember a brother who 
was taken too soon. 

“I try not to put a halo 
around people after they die,” 
Shields confessed, not want- 
ing to unnecessarily praise 
someone who perhaps didn’t 


deserve it. “But (Jackie) 
deserved a halo.” 

Shields wrote the book at 
work when he had free time. 
He'said he never once suffered 
from writer’s block. In fact, 
he believed he suffered from 
the opposite, as the words flew 
from his brain onto the page. 

“I hope my brother’s mem- 
ory will live on through this 
book.” Shields confessed. 

In 2006, Shields and his 
wife left Winchester for 
Middleton, moving near the 


Ferncroft Country Club. The 
author called himself an avid 
golfer and said he left 
Winchester because his kids 
had grown and he didn’t need 
the school system or large 
house. 

And, though he’s left 
Winchester (which he calls a 
“magical place”), his book 
allows the memories of the 
town, his time there, and the 
last Christmas he spent with 
his brother to live on-forever.

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How does work impact 


the ability to sleep 


People often discuss how 
sleep — and often lack thereof 
— ean’ affect work perform- 
ance. However, not as many 
people are studying how work 
impacts the ability to sleep. 


Research from the 
University of Pennsylvania 
published in SLEEP found 
that work time is the largest 
influence.on how long an indi- 
vidual sleeps on both work 
and leisure days. It's not just 
in North America, either A 
2005 study found that 36 per- 
cent of women in Finland had 
trouble sleeping at least once 
a week that year; 27 percent of 
men in the study said the 
same. But just six years prior 
in 1999, only 26 percent of 
women and 20 percent of men 
were reporting sleep problems 
once a week in the country. 
Experts suggest the reason 
for this drastic change can be 
attributed to both occupation- 
al stress and abnormal work- 
ing hours. 


Similar to how stress 
affects sleep, work has pro- 
found implications on sleep as 
well. When their schedule 
calls for it, shift workers must 
alter their body's natural cir- 
cadian rhythm ‘in order to 
switch from sleeping at night 
to day. Some employees work 
long hours with only short 
bursts of sleep available 
before they have to report 
back to work the next day. 


According to the Better 
Sleep Council, sleep depriva- 
tion currently costs U.S. busi- 
nesses nearly $150 billion 
annually in absenteeism and 
lost productivity. It may pay 
for employees and workers to 
collaborate on the best strate- 
gies for improving morale and 
performance by matching 
working hours with sleeping 
habits. This way each gets the 


best of both worlds. 


Not getting enough sleep 
can impact personal health in 


many ways, including: 


* Elevated risk of getting 
major illnesses, including can- 
cer, diabetes, obesity, and 
heart disease. 


* Tnability to concentrate 
or poor decision-making. 


* Putting the body in a 
state of high alert, increasing 
the production of stress hor- 
mones. 


* Weight gain, either 
through stress or eating at 
times when the body is not 
accustomed to eating. 


* Affecting skin and other 
tissue appearance. 


* Poor reaction times, 
which can lead to accidents. 


* Increased risk of develop- 
ing mental health issues, such 
as depression and anxiety. 


While there is no magic 
number, sleep experts say a 
person needs between 7 and 9 
hours of sleep every night to 
function at his or her prime. 
Individuals should also make 
efforts to improve their quali- 
ty of sleep. Here are a few 
ways to do so. 


* Invest in a new mattress 
if yours is old and no longer 
comfortable. This will allevi- 
ate twisting and turning — and 
potentially waking — from an 
uncomfortable mattress. 


* Keep the bedroom for 
sleep and intimacy only. If 
there are stressors or stimu- 
lating things in the room, like 
a computer or television, they 


may impact sleep. 


Origin of cancer not always known 


When diagnosed with cancer, patients are typically 
informed where the cancer is or, when the cancer is in an 
advanced stage, where it started. However, in some 
instances doctors struggle to determine the origin of a can- 
cer in the body. 


According to the Canadian Cancer Society, cancer of 
unknown primary, commonly referred to as CUP, means 
that the cancer has already metastasized at diagnosis and 
doctors do not know where it started. Upon further testing, 
the primary site for the cancer might be identified, but in 
many cases doctors never learn where the cancer began. In 
some instances, the primary cancer can be identified 
thanks to the cancer cells'.a The cancer cells 
usually look like the cells in the type of tissue in which they 
began. For instance, if breast cancer cells spread to the 


fungs, the cancer cells in the lung will look like breast can- 


cer cells, giving doctors a good idea of where the cancer 
might have begun. But the primary cancer may not be 
found for a number of reasons, including: 


* the primary cancer is very small and grows slowly, 


* the primary cancer was actually killed by the body's 
immune system, 


* the primary cancer was removed during surgery for a 
different condition and doctors never realized a cancer had 
formed. 


A CUP diagnosis is not especially common, though the 
CCS estimates that roughly 2 to 5 percent of all new cases 
of cancer are CUP. The figures are similar in the United 
States, where the American Cancer Society estimates that 
2 percent of all cancers, or roughly 30,000 diagnoses, are 
CUR: 


Because they depend on where the cancer has spread in 
the body, CUP's signs and symptoms are different depend- 
ing on each individual case. However, symptoms can 
include: : 

* a lump or thickening in any part of the body; 

“4 persistent pain in one part of the body; 


* change in bowel or bladder habits, including constipa- 
tion, diarrhea or frequent urination;

* persistent fever for no known reason that does not go 
away; 


* unusual bleeding or discharge; 
* night sweats; 
* persistent cough or hoarseness in the voice. 


Despite unawareness as to its origins, CUP can be treat- 
ed. In such cases, doctors will look at the cancer cells under 
a microscope, study lab results and then consider which 
organs the cancer has affected before determining a course 
of treatment. Determining the treatment strategy, however, 
is not easy, as doctors do not often find the origin of the 
cancer. In addition, CUP often involves fast-spreading can- 
cers, most of which are already widespread upon diagnosis. 
The ACS reports that the average survival time is 9 to 12 
months after the cancer is found.
